Without the leaft oB LIGATION, from mere mercy, 
I provided for you a Savior, through whofe mer- 
its I freely beftow eternal life on all who believe in 
hisname. In him I am reconciling the world un- 
to himfelf, to the praife of my fovereign Grace. 
How long will it be ere yeu believe the teftimony 
that I give of my Son ? By your ftubborn, and 
ftupid infidelity, you in effect give your MaxeR 
the lie ! | . 


How long ye fimple ones, will ye love fim- 
plicity ? What inequity have you found in me, 
that you are gone far from me, hate knowledge, 
and revolt more and more ? Will you not be made 
clean? When fhall it once be? You are bold in 
tranfgreflion, cannot blufh, and have haughty, and 
{cornful looks; but, verily, if ye come not, as un- 
done, penitent, perifhing offenders, to the Lora 
Jesus Curist, you shall die in your sins. 


But how fhall I give you up ? Come now, 
and let us reafon together: Though yeur fins be as

tural death, obferved, that Abraham, andthe Pro- 
phets, had died, and, charging him ‘with being 
actuated by a demon, afked him ‘who he made 
himfelf ;—infolently’ infinuating, that his preten- 
fions fubjected him to a charge of infufferable ar— 
rogance. In anfwer to this, while’ his- enemies 
ftood trembling with rage, Jesus meekly replied,

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other writings, to confer higher honors on any one 
than the adove, chriftians may fafely leave their 
opponents, shemselves to judge. : 


All the doubt which can now remain on theit 
minds; as to Curist’s having been honored by

competition. Should any of thefe facts be quef- 
tioned, read Bifhop Newton on the prophecies, 
Prideaux’s connexion of facred, and profane hifto~ 
ry, andopen your eyes to behold the prefent ftate 
of the world. 


Another well aittefted fact is, that Jesus 
Curist is the author of the beft religion under 
heaven.

papalyand other perfecution. No allurements of 
the world, in the timé of Conftantine the, great, 
nor any preceding, nor fubfequent fortares, how- 
ever lingering, and atuté, could deter the génuine 
followers of Curist, from adoring his perfections;

Fnduttry, 
economy, punctuality, fobriety, roa f and a re. 
verenceof Gop, are -as neceflary to: Republican- 
tim, as ** health, peace, and competence’’ are to 
happinefs, Lazy, drinker, impure, and profane 

eee Republicans, 
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Republicans, are as harfhly difcordant founds, in 
my ears, as an honeft thief, a brave coward, ¢n 
ugly beauty, and a chafte proititute, 


We live, and happily, under a Government, 
q representative republic, which affords us full as 
much liberty as we have virtue to improve. It 
has a tendency, it muft be owned, to an ariftocra- 
cy ; but we may eafily check this, by the general 
encouragement of learning and Religion, and uni~ 
formly prefering thofe candidates forour fuffrages, 
whofe virtues & talents give them the ftrongeft claim 
to our confidence. When the righteous are in au- 
thority, the people rejoice; but when the wicked 
bear rule, whatever political denomination | they. 
may have pleafed to afflume, as moft favorable ta 
their contracted views, the people have forrow, in 
exact proportion to their knowledge. It ‘is grant- 
ed, that, as we throw a pittance of water intoa 
dry pump, tp draw up an abundant fupply, in re- 
turn, wicked men have done generous acts te pro- 
mote the public good ; but without ample remune- 
ration, they prefently evinced by their mufmmuring, 
er refentment, that perfonal. emolunicnt, was 
their object. . We fhould endeavor to have the 
moft able, firm, and virtuous citizen of the nation 
always inthe PrestpentTiat Cuarr,. the fecond. 
in virtue, worth, and ability, fhould be next in 
dignity, and authority 3}. from thofe high, and ex- 
cellent characters, Righteoufnefs and. Judgment 
fhould flow through both houfes of Congrefs, into. 
the ftate Legiflatures ; from .thefe. honorable bodies, 
all the public, iffuing. from their, corref{pondent 
private virtues, fhould meander through our Courts, 
of Judicature, City Councils, and heads of families 
into the +sing generation; co, asthe ocean re~ 
plenifhes the rivers it receives, would reciprocate 
thefe virtues, and talents, by refpeably filling, 

: in 
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32 they iurns, all our governmental departments: 


As chriftians, the one thing needful, with us; 
is to cultivate true Religion, as confifting in con- 
fermity to the revealed will, and moral image of 
Gop. In doihg this our efforts are directed im- 
mediately to the ultimate end of our création, 
namely, the declarative glory of Gop, in ourown, 
and the eternal happinefs of our rational fellow- 
creatures: But, in our fubordinate character, ds 
citizens, our higheft concern, is the good of our 
country.

Even children, from 
thirteen to feven years of age, can give a diftinct 


account of their experience of the nature of fin, 
and 
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and their deliverance trom it by faith in the blefs- 
ed Reprrmer. The manner in which many of 
them were affected, was, tome, truly furprifing. 


In the time of prayer, théy were ftruck, fell ta 
the ground, and fome of them continued {peech= 
lefs for twenty minutes, or half an hour, and the 
firft language they uttered was, ‘‘ Praife the Lorn! 
O praife, and magnify his ever-bleffed name, for 
his great love wherewith he loved us, and gave

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fealth than at prefent, and that my {pirits\are as 
good as they ever were. My numerous engage- 
ments will not permit, or I fhould be happy to 
Write to'you, and other friends in England, more 
frequently than hitherto: But my time is fe occu 
pied, that I have fcarcely any leifure for corref- 
pondence. , Befides the regular work of the. mifs 
fion, preaching alternately to the natives, and to

SomerHinc fimilarto what 
you have heard of in’ Kentucky, and the Carolinas, 
has taken place in our neighborhood. 


‘© A few weeks ago, the moft remarkable re- 
vival of religion ever known in this country, made 
its appearance here. It began fifteen miles from 
this place, at the adminiftration of the Lorp’s 
fupper, and is fpreading rapidly in every direction. 
Thofe who are the fubjects, of it, Bat fall, or 
are obliged to he down. 


«© On the Sabbath, sii Monday after the 


Sacrament, at which the work commenced, not lefs 
: than 
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than fifty were fométimes lying, at once, crying 
forj mercy, complaining of the hardnefs of their 
hearts, and pleading for pardon. They met.every 
day, or night, and frequently on both, all that 

“week. Thofe who have witneffed this work, after 
hearing all that could be faid of it, fay the half 
was not toldthem. The congregation remained 
in the church, all laft Sabbath night. Some.fup- 
pofe fixty, others a hundred, were lying at once, in 
diftrefs. The minifters: exhorted, and prayed, 
alternately, moft of the night. Tuelday and Tuef- 
day night, were {pent in the fame mannef. Every 
age and fex, are the fubjects of this work, chris/ians 
and ministers, not excepted. Many of them fall 
inftantaneoufly, without difcovering the leaft 
fymptoms before. Some appear affected, and fall 
after fome time; Others lie. down, and become 
helplefs. Some merely figh, and groan; fome 
weep, and others {cream out violently: Some fall 
but once; but others, a number of times: Orve 
has fallen fivetimes, and yet has received no com-~ 
fort. Some get cafe in an hour, and {peak to thofe 
around in an aftonifhing manner. Dear little crea~ 
tures of eight, and ten years of age fall. Some of 
them immediately get.camfort, and {peak public- 
ly, fo as to aftonifh every perfon prefent. The 
minifters fay they are afhamed to fpeak after 
them,

\ \ HILE the Committee have 
been exerting themfelves to procure proper per- 
fons to actas Miffionaries, they have not been inat- 
tentive to the fecond great object of the fociety, 
namely, that of facilitating the labors of Miffiona- 
ries by printing parts of the {criptures, and ufefyl 
tracts, in the language of the countries ‘to which 
they may be fent, in order that the prefs may fur- 
nifh its powerful aid inthe caufe of truth. They 
have here to report with much fatisfaction, that 
through the diligent labors of the rev. Mr, Brun- 
ton, whg has been employed by the fociety for that 
purpofe, a grammar and vocabulary of the Sufop 
Pay. ihe oh fips _  “  Jahguage, 
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Jangpage, with a:preface, are already printed, to= 
gether with a {pelling book, a doctrinal and hifto- 
yical catechif{m, an abridgment of the fcripture 
hiftory, and doctrine, and three dialogues, to .point 
out the advantages of letters, expofe* the abfurdity 
of the religious notions of the Sufoos, and compare 
the religion of Mohammed and that of Curist; 
to which is added, an Appendix, containing infor- 
mation concerning the countries near Sierra Leone, 
which would be ufeful to Miffionaries. 


_ * The Committee cannot but: rejoice that a 
foundation has thus been laid for the civilization 
and future improvement.of Africa in knowledge 
andreligion. Never before has any, book been 
written, .much lefs printed, in the native langua- 
ge of the weftern parts of Africa. Yet furely it 
is much more eafy effectually to introduce knowl- 
edge among the natives through the médium of 
their own language, which they all underftand 
perfectly, than through a foreign one, which very 
few can acquire, and thofe in a very imperfect 
degree. <The facility with which a. Miffionary 
may now attain the Knowledge of Sufoo, is obvious, 
One of the Committee, without {previous warning, 
yead to fome of the Sufoo boys, educated in the 
African Academy at Clapham, a‘fentence in one of 
the tracts. They {miled ; & being afked the reafon, 
replied, ‘‘ becaufe he has been {peaking Sufoo.’’ 
Notwithftanding the defectivenefs of pronuncia- 
tion, it appeared that he was readily underftood. 
Several of thefe boys have fince’been inftructed to 
yead thofe books, with cafe-and fluency.

¢ en is one of the many fmall 
Iflands, inhabited by miferable favages, in the 
South-Sea. Tothat diftant, and barbarous quar- 
ter, the {London Miffionary Society have benevo- 
lently directed their attention for the fix laft years. 
*« By the arrival of the Royal Admiral, Captain 
W. Wilfon, difpatches have been received, dated 
July 24, 1801, from the Miffionaries at Otehaite. 
A good underftanding prevails between the natives 
and the Miffionaries, and civilization begins ta 
take place; but no /as/ing appearance of attention 
to the gofpel-teftimony had then been manifested 
by man or woman.’ It is Gop’s ufual method 
thoroughly to convincelus of our inability, before he 
exerts his own power for the convertion of fouls.
